It was 
a hard fight that year to get the snakes, turtles, crawfish, and fish eating 
birds under control. In 1925 we started to raise Hardy Water Lilies and 
other Hardy Aquatic Plants. In 1927 we needed more room to grow more 
Hardy Lilies, so we constructed 15 concrete pools. Year after year we have 
added to these and now they number more than 50. In 1928 we built our 
first greenhouse to raise Tropical Water Lilies and Tropical Plants for Pools. 
In 1930 we again expanded our greenhouse area. In 1932 we added a 
room for tropical fish and built our big greenhouse. 


All these expansions of our growing and shipping facilities were made 
with this thought in mind—'TO BETTER SERVE YOU''—More growing 
area—More outdoor gardens—More merchandise. 


STILL GROWING 


The war years were skeptical years—but we still kept faith in ‘THINGS 
AQUATIC” and in 1946 we constructed our New Service building. 2,700 
sq. {t. devcted to display and stock rooms—enlarged shipping room— 
customer rest rooms, and new office.

All you need for equipment is a rectangular glass aquarium 
of capacity from 2 to 20 gallons, sufficient aquarium gravel or 
well washed sand to cover the bottom of the aquarium to a depth 
of two inches. 

Plants are the most important of the aquarium equipment. 
They keep the water in good condition because they release 
oxygen, and, on the other hand, take up the carbon dioxide 
given off by the fishes. Plants also serve as a natural refuge 
for the inhabitants from too much light. They are the first 
essential of an attractive and well-balanced aquarium, for their 
utility as well as their educational value. It is because of the 
plants that you do not have to change water in an aquarium. 

We have listed only those plants which we know from 
experience are the best for the purpose. Plants shipped are 
divided into two classes: those with roots and crowns which 
must be rooted in sand, and others which are shipped as 
bunched plants. These can be separated and the stems anchored 
in the sand and readily take root. At times immediately after 
planting the water may assume a cloudy appearance, but as 
the plants grow this coloration will disappear. 

By a balanced aquarium is meant a tank in which the air 
surface of the water supplemented by plants will supply suffi- 
cient oxygen for the needs of the fish to be maintained therein. 
Also a well balanced aquarium, the plants and scavengers will 
consume most of the refuse from the fish, making the changing 
of the water in the tank unnecessary, although enough fresh 
water should be added from time to time to compensate for 
evaporation.
